To liini the j)aper con- 
veys every power necessary to sectirc 
the good oflices of JCiigland, and to 
carry to !i successful issue negotiations 
for a cessation of ho.stiliiies bi'l.wceii 
France and China. Tiiu -M(;inorial con- 
taining the story declares that no soon-^ 
er bad Earl Grauvilie made himself tic- 
,-i^uaiiltcd with t!i<i contiiiitis of thi.s re- 
Diarkable pajicr than he nnide haste to 
secure froiu the Chinese atubussador 
indorsement of-its autheotioity;.

Hnving siitistied hiinstdf on this 
point, he nt once sought out \Vadding- 
ton, French minister to London, and

ThS narrative intimates tliat 
Waddington was almost shocked at the 
stuklou and extraordinary turn affrirs 
had taken. It seemed to him but yester- 
day when Ferry brought the whole 
subject ef .English mediation to an ab- 
rupt terininution by smilibing the right 
Hon. CleorgeJ. Ooschen, when ho 
visited liini (Ferry) a.s special envoy, 
bearing English proposals to the pow- 
ers for an iidjustinent of the'Egyptian 
tinancial qiifistion, lUit it is further-'as- 
sei-teti that when Wadilington recover- 
ed from his surprise he I'esolved that 
it was bis duty to proceed at .once to 
Paris, and make' his governnient/.ac- 
qtiainted with the new situation, and 
lie accofdingly arrangcil to do so. 

DIPLOMATS CAI.I.in) UPON. 

The stalciuentH of the jMemoritd are 
conidilered quite extraordinary by Lon- 
tlon politicians, and in British diplo- 
matic circles they are received with in- 
credtility. Your correspondent this 
sought out i\hii(piis 'J'si'iig and asked 
liiin for an (Expression of opinion con- 
ci'ruiiig tlu'Ui. 'J'iie ^Linjais w.is 
thoroughly ac(iuainted with the French 
Journars story, hut politely declined 
either to alBrui or deny anything con- 
ccring it.

Ho was First Lord of that iinportali': 
branch of the service under Lord l.'ea- 
coiislield, and it was of and about him 
that Gilbert wrote his now famous skit 
ill "Pinafore," wherein aspiring youths 
are advised to "stick to their desks and 
neviT go to sea, and they may hecotnu 
inastei-s of the Queen'.s Navee. " j\Ir. 
(Smith, though a chiver business man, 
never had many opportunities of be- 
coming versed in naval matters. His 
apj)ointnient to such an imjiortant of- 
(ice as head of ihi-' navy, was one of 
those eceiMitric acts which h^israeli tie- 
lighted to iiiilulgi! ill. Still during his 
term in ollice he no d(aiht posted him- 
self pretty well on the condition of the 
navy, and certainly delivered fievernl 
well digested speeches cii the power of 
those walls that are no longer wooden. 

It is therefore not surprising to (inrl, 
thtit under the present circuuistaTices, 
where so much is being said aiiout the 
navy, Mr. t^iiiiiii puis his ear in. Ho 
contribute.s an article to the numbi.'r of 
the National iCeview, on "'L'lie navy, 
its duties and capacity." He quotes 
figures to show that if England was at 
war with any great Power — say li'ranco 
or Russia — .she would be practically 
lielple.s.s .so far as the protection of tho 
gretit ports and the maintenance of tlu! 
foreign food supply are concernetl. Thn 
heavy-arnioured men of war are very 
deficient in the matter of engine-|.)owei-, 
and the boilers of many of them ate 
useles.s. These defects should he n.-meiii- 
cd, and fast cruisers, despatched ves- 
S(ds, and torii(!do shi|is should also be 
built. The construction of ships in 
dockyards should be accelerated, there 
being no reason wliy, in his o|)inion, 
warships built in the dockyards should 
require n longer time than tho-^e built 
on the 'rhnini's or Clyde. In conclusion, 
AD. Smith points to tho danger of de- 
la^ , and urges and early reconsidera- 
tion of the ni-'ce-ssities of the navy to 
adeijuatoly protect our vast empire 
The iionorablo gentleman, write.s, of 
course, from a Tory stand point, still 
his utterance must carry much weight 
iiiul will attriiet no little share of pub- 
lic attention. 



CITIES IN THE MOON. 



TuE Pkioe of Gas Advanced ijt 
Baltimore. — After the 15th of the 
present month the price of gas to the 

citizens of Baltiniore will be advanced 
by both tho Consolidated and Kiiuit- 
able Coiii[ianies to ."Jl 75 per 1,000 feet 
with a tliscoiiiit of 15 cents from this 
figure for prompt settlement of iiills. 
The advance is due to an arrangement 
between the two companies, of whitdi 
the net result is a virtual increase of GO 
cents per 1 ,000 feet to prompt-paying 
consumers. The ])ublic will watch 
with interest tho quality of the gas 
they are to get now thac the "war" is 
over.

Ho then took with 
a reflecting telescope a very detailed 
and correct photographic view of tho 
tlisk of the moon, which be afterwartl 
exjiosed under a powerful .solar inicro- 
sco[)0. The circle obtained in tin; j)hotQ- 
graph had in the niicroscone an appar- 
ent diau.etor of ovor thirty tliret) feet. 
In this way, the story is, he was able 
to [lerceive that Avhat have been believ- 
ed to be seas are real ly regions covered 
with rich vegetation, antl what have 
always been taken for mountainous re- 
gions are deserts and seas. One can se(,' 
the letter siiys, with striking (lis 
tinctiiess citi(\s, towns, and villages, 
!ind tliere are strong indications of in- 
dustry .and *Qoiumerce. With a full 
moon Dr. Blendmann has obtained 
photographic views so distinct that 
they iiidictite that if Ini'iier telescopes 
coiiUl be used the discovery would be 
still more completely comnrmed.

"A BLAGK REPUBLIC" 

\Vs haTs jast. bud flows a rernnririVhlo 
book^yith tlie above title. It ia by Gov. 
SpoMer BfcvXohn and tells of nctuar occur- 
reuces in the iBlnnd ot llnyti, tlio imrnUiou 
of which iniikes tho noiil siekou at the 
knowlodgo that apeoplebut liUuly rydoemod 
from barbarism uro relapsing into cannibal- 
ism. The author boldly asserts that 
huiuau dealt iw oatou on tho ialand, and 
continues that tho bulk of tho pojjulation 
are acarcoly more civilized than woro their 
nncoHtorii when brought from Africa to slave 
for tho former Froijuh masterB of Ilayti. 
Loft to themaolves iit the bogiauiug of tho 
ceutary thoy huvo ever since boon playing 
at levolatdon after tho manner of Bobes- 
pierre atid liis oolleagneB; it wonldbe a 
farca ,^ere it not tempered by indisoriminate 
execntibD and assuRslnation and the tolera- 
tion of oaniiibaliBm. There, have been oo- 
oasional iuterhides of imperialism, vnih. a 
profusion of princen, dtikes, and marquises, 
wbeu it was uo iineomuiou ooctirrenco to 
find n duku retaibng tallow ca:idles or a 
niarchiouoss taking in washing. At the 
present day unu-lialf of the ragged army 
are generals; and on a review clay, do/.ens 
ot sueli hritves may be seen i:i all tbe glory 
of tho most gorgeous French uniforms 
prancing at tho head of a rabble of blacks 
clad in frngmeuts of coats and one-legged 
trousers. All this, of course, is exceedingly 
ludicrous, and it seems as absurd for a 
natioa like rranco or England to send re- 
preWntaiires to snob a pandomouium, as it 
would be to keep an "Envoy Extraordinary 
and Minister Pleuipotoutiary" at tho Court 
of tho Munta Yanvo, Yet thoy have their 
president and secretaries of state, their 
archbishop and bishops, their judges and 
prisons and polico, tlinir guvertiora of pro- 
vinces, their senate and houae of com- 
mons, and their representatives abroad, 
their army and navy, all modelled 
in grotesqtie fashion after the iu- 

■- stitntious of Republican Eranco. Tho 
cause' of all this is plain. Tho an<:cB- 
tors of the Africans who form the btilk of 
the population of Hayti were forced from 
thoir nutivo coiitintjnt, anil after guiiera- 
tions of slavery, d;iriug which uo attempt 
was made to woan thorn gradually from tho 
lines of thoir old life into the ways of 
European civilization, woro left to shift 
for themselves. Tlioy have never really 
pub off tho fetishism of their forefathers, 
though thoy may liavo grafted on to it 
a fow of tho usages nf tiio moat ornate 
form of Christianity . Tho more anibitiuiia 
spirits umoiig theiti, black and "coloured" 
(as the half-breeds are called), have for 
the better part uf a century boon attempt- 
ing to work a form of govornineut wiiich 
is as alioii to.^ Lhem us tiie central virtue of 
Christianity, It is as if a child wero 
dragged from its toys and aunt to manage 
a steam oiigine. The religion of t;ho 
island is the Vaudoux worship. Tho Vau- 
doux king and queen are the real rulers of 
this black republic. The highest otlicials 
in tho atato aro either members of tho 
cult or are compelled to yield to its iidlu- 
encos. The meetings of the worshippers 
are held in secret, and a copious oiittiow 
of blood is nil almost invariable accom- 
paniment of the ritss, which end in the 

;< .vilest debaacheryi This would be sad 
enough, but it becomes horrible when we 
are p.saured on evidence that cannot be 
gainsaid that the blood wliich is ahed ia 
too often that of tho "goat without 
horns," as, with grim facetiousnoss, tho 
wretched child ia doaigiiated— that is, sac- 
rificed — at the caprice of tho iiigh priests 
of' this savage worship. The rites do not 
end with the saorifico, however; there is 
little of tilt) victim left next morning but 
its bunes. The reports uf the ilaytian 
courts, apart from other overwhelming 
tostimony, leave uo doubt whatever that 
cannibalism is an accompaniment ot at 
least one form uf Yauduux worship. But 
that IB not the only cannibalism whicli ex- 
ists in Hayti. Sir Sponsor St, Joiin pro- 
duces ample proof that human ilcah is 
often a subject of tralHc, ami that, ai)art 
altogether from Vaudoux worship, canni- 
balism prevails aiming a coiiaiderable sec- 
tion of the puoiilatioii. Tho government, 
even if it cared, seldom dare interfuro; 
and even when Vaudoux murderers and 
cannibals are condemned thoy too fre- 
quently aro allowed to esoapo after a few 
weeks' imprisonment. It ia a dangerous 
exporimeiit to try upon any people to 
Tvrest tlicin suddenly from the linos in 
which they have been developing for agea 
into others which have boon worked out 

; ;;iandor a totally diUeront setof conditions. 
In many caaoa gradual extinction has been 
tho result; in the case of Hayti there has 
boen no real adaptation at all, but, under 
a ridiculous travesty of a European form 
of government most of the characteriatica 
of Baviigo Africa have been continued. 
On the other hand, oxporionce in the 
United States has shown that these peo- 
ple are susceptible of high cultivation; 
that they possess religious fervor of a re- 
markablo and gratifying kind, and that 
when placed side by side witli whites they 
soon come to understand and appreciate 
'the bleBsiugs of constitutional govuni- 
ment. * . . 

THE MALARIAL ISSUE. 

Tho public mind haa become fully 
aroused to th') importance of introducing 
a thorough system of drainage. UiaeaHo 
and dirt must both he expelled if thia 
town . is to^ continue the favored place of 
resorfc}.on'' the ooBBt; Let those who glory 
' in the one revel in the other if they, 
choose; but they should indulge their 
proclivities beyond the liraita of clio city. 
It should bo understood that if a man as- 
pires to be i.iuoleauly in Ida habits he 
cannot follow his natural bent 
within the corporate limits. If 
he wants to be unclean he. must 
go outside . and '. consent tb'be ' isolated — as 
lepsTs ore isolated— for what right has a 
man to breed a-;pestileuoo in his own yard 
for the destruction of his neighbor's health? 
"Whethor the snni re(iuired to clean and 
drain the town is large or small; whether it 
will cost ?2f30,0(JI)()r S8()0,UOU, is not tho is- 
sue for tho iTanuury elect ion. The question 
for thoolectors will be. Aye, or No--Aro you 
in favor of u complete systtni of ilraiiiag(r/ 
or are you content to see matter^ continue 
as thoy are? If a mayor and council who 
are in favor of drainage shall bo returned — 
and we firmly believe that such mil be tho 
case— any schome that they may prepare 
must come before the ratepayers for accept- 
ance or rejection. Upon the broaii principle 
of drainage there is roasoh to believe that 
the public are of one miuil. There will bo 
a difTarence of opinion when details aro 
prosentod; but there ia .scarcely room for 
one now.

London, Doc. 9. — In tho iMis^inMictte 
nnirdercase to day tho court wa.s croWLleil, 
and tho sceno'during the pronouncing of 
the sentence was moat iiu]ir(^3sive. Ijord 
Chief Justice Coleridge reail tho judg- 
ment of tho court, citing authorities at 
length. The court declared that the tak- 
ing of human life could only be jnstified- 
on the plea of self-defense. Tho com- 
mission of murder fin- tho sake of pre- 
serving one's own life was jiiatitiable, of 
course. It was a duty to preserve one's 
own life, but duty often rei|uired one ii'it 
to sacrifice a life to save his own. Tho 
court must leave the prisoners to the 
clemency of the crown. 

Thtf prisonora wero asked what they 
had to say before sentence was pro- 
nounced. Botii Gapl. Dudley and Mate 
Stephens pleaded for mercy in view of 
their terrible situation when the deed was 
done. Lord Ooleridgu said it was the 
jury's privilege to recommend the prison- 
ers to mercy. Ho then sentenced them 
to bo hanged, without the black cap.

• The' "Marriage Pair,",the institution 
of which dates fro m time immemori- 
al, was iiolct as usual this year ou iLo 
23d ult, St. jMichael's Day, in the 
little village of Fonze, in Brittany. In 
pursuiiiico of the singular custom, all 
the marriageable girls with a dowry 
from that and neighboring villages, 
dreosed in their beat 6nery, climb on 
tho parapet of the bridge, on which 
they sit in rows. Naturally enough all 
of them aro anxiou to win a suitor; 
they therefore vio with each other in 
showing their ])er8onaI attractions. 
One shows a fine waist; another allows 
a pretty foot and ankle to peep out 
from under her dress; a third bares a 
shn]>oly nrni, while a fourth exhibits a 
forest of long hair. The eager youths 
soon advance along the footway of the 
bridge, and examine the eligible girls. 
They, too, are at great pains to make 
the best jiossible impression — thia one 
curlinc an incipimit moustache, that 
one throwing buck lii.s thick locks, and 
otiiers again, walking to show off their 
upright bearing. When one of them fan- 
cies one of the girls, he steps up to her 
and offers his hand to help her to alight 
from the parapet.

s'ailed from Esquimalt. 

Mr. Irving asked to have the depositions 
of these men, which were taken in the 
police court, road,.'but the .court decided 
that there was' no' evidence thai the men 
wore still on board tho Swiftsuro.

rant for McOuiro for assaulting mo; Mc- 
Onire's bag was there; Caisey said it be- 
longed to him, so I .trrested him also. 

To Mr, Mills — I arrested McGuiro on 
the 14th of November, for robbery; 1 
laid the mformatioa fpr assault on the 
•JSth; I did not lay the informatimi on ac- 
cdiintof being dissatisfied with the ver- 
dict of the jury; between the 14th and 
the '28th McGuire's bag was in his rocnn, 
and the key in my possession; I searched 
the bag several times 

James Carson, bartender at tho Globe 
Hotel, testified to McGuiro getting his 
hag there; Casey told ino to stmd the sack 
to the Grand Pacific Hotel in his name; I 
did not see the persons having any con- 
versation toijethor. 

To Mr. Mills — McGuire went up into 
tho room and lirotight down the bag; Mr. 
Elliott, my employer, was a witness for 
tho crown in tho former prosecution 
against iMcGuire. 

.1. W. Hutchinson — I was present when 
the iiiisoners were eearchcd: I soarched 
McGuire and found money on hini.

The jury retired, returning with a ver- 
dict acquitting Casey and convicting Mc- 
Guire.

Ho recalls to us Gibbon, 
who was in his Latin at seven, a student 
at O-xferd al lifleeii, a Inver of Locke and 
Grotivs and Pascal at sovenleen, iind at 
twenty-iivi; had acquired the scholarship, 
gathered tlio material and formed the 
plan of that great history which has given 
immortality' to his inimii» Ho brings to 
mind our own Hamilton, who onlered 
college al lifteeii, was an urarnr at seven- 
teen, a piditical wriuu' al eii;hti;en, at 
twenty was on Washington a stall', at 
twenty five was a legislator, and at thirty- 
two was secretary of the treasury of the 
United States. Nay, more; his early 
mental promise was like that of Wash- 
\,t,jt^„, ■ui I'retf-or-Trmtnoia, oi itapnaei 
of, Agasfiss in their early manhood; and 
had Luldnd Stanford, Jr., lived as long as 
these did his name would have beon as 
great and his life as useful to mankind."

l'i)ayton was a good soldier. To bo 
^ure, ho had not biu-n in action as yet, 
'and so Iiad not had a chance to show 
liis gallantry; but ho was obedient, and 
attentive to duty, intelligent and uj)- 
right. He seemed sometimes to dis- 
like to enforce orders when tho men 
made any objection or resistance; but 
this was only of a piece of his own len- 
ient impulses, and never called for 
nioro than a pa'^sing criticism. Take 
it all in all, he w;is on tho high road to 
success in tho profession of - arms, 
though it had been taken up as 'only a 
temporary ono. 

Dayton was one of my favorites. lie 
was always willing, nay, eager, to be 
of service to nio. lie wouhl volunteer 
his help whenever there was any work 
to bo done about my quarters; and, be- 
sides his enormous strength, he possess- 
ed steadiness and aptitude at work in no 
ordinary degree. He was handy, too, 
in little things. His thick, coarse lin- 
gers could seize any little, dolicato job 
us daintily as if thej^ had been as taper 
as a woman's. Nor did ho crer seem 
to weary in oll'eringhis services. Before 
; I knew I wanted a thing doiio .lerry 
would have started to do it; and ail 
manner of little conveniences, such as 
a shelter of boughs in front of my tent, 
or an oven for my contrabrand to bako 
bread in, or a nice bunk, or a camp- 
table and chairs, grew up aroiuul mo 
whenever wo remained a few days in 
ono place, under tho deft hand and 
willing heart of Corporal Jerry Day- 
ton.

nient to tlio men anil inqiressing upon 
them tho necessity of waiting for and 
obeying all orders promptly anil elli- 
cieiitly; above all things cautioning 
them to reserve their lire till the right 
moment, when they should receive the 
jword.
